MACKENZIE RIVER MISSIONS. 


Bishop Reeve, of Mackenzie river, arrived 
in town last night. He met Rev. Mr. 
Stringer and his party at Fort Smith. The 
Bishop. left Mackenzie river on June 20th, 
and at that time the barley crop was just 
coming up, and gardening was well advanc- 
ed. Barley and vegetables of all kinds deo 
well. The summer lasts from the middie of 
May till the end of September. The work 
of the missionaries in the diocese lies 
amongst the Eskimo and nine different 
tribes of Indians namely, the Tukudh, Hare, 
Mountain, Nehaley, Thickai, Dogrib, 
Beaver, Yellowknife, and Chipewyan. 
These all support themselves by hunting and 
fishing. The work of which the mission on 
Herschell Island is the centre lies principal- 
ly amongst the Eskimo and extends along 
the coast east of the Mackenzie to Herschell 
Island. Some Eskimo come to the mission 
from as far west as Eshring straits. The 
eastern Hskimo are still heathern. none of 
them having been baptized, but they are 
shewing a desire for religious instruction. 
This desire has arisen largely on account of 
the marked change in the characters of 
their Indian neighbors who have become 
Christians and with whom they were form- 
erly continually fighting and quarrelling. 
Since the Indians have become Christianized 
all bitterness between the two bands has 
gone and they are quite friendly, and the 
iskimo are now anxious to learn all about 
the same religion. 

An interesting work is being done under 
the Rev. T. F. Marsh, at Hay river. The 
number of scholars in the school there is 
rapidly increasing and the Indians have 
gardens which are well cultivated and kept 
in yery good order. 

Fort Norman mission is also progressing 
favorably. Over 20 Indians have bcen con- 
firmed there during the past two years. 


The number of Indian communicants in 
the diocese is now nearly 1000 all of whom 
have been baptized. There are also about 
160 scholars under instruction. The only 
native clergyman in the north isin Bishop 
Reeve’s diocese, and is one of tne Tukudh 
tribe. The funds for the work are supplied 
principally by the C.M. Society of England, 
with some help from Eastern Canada. Most 
of the missionaries are from Ontario. There 
ars many openings for extensions of the 
work, but lack of funds prevent them. 

In January last when his house was 
burnt, the whole of Mrs. Reeve’s clothing 
and most of the bishop’s was burnt, and he 
had to live in one room, a kitchen about 12 
feet square afterwards until the end of 
March when the weather got) mild enough 
for their removal to larger premises. 

The Venerable Archdeacon Macdonald 
has completed his translation of the bible 
into the Tukudah language and will come 
out at ,the end of August to go east and 
superintend the printing and publishing of 
the work. 

Bishop Reeve is on his way to attend the 
provincial synod at Regina and the general 
synod at Winnipeg, and will return about 
the end ef September,

PROTECTION, 
Both before and since the election 
a number of the manufacturers of 
Canada and their sympathizers have 
threatened the people of Canada that 
they will shut up their factories if the 
existing tariff is interfered with. In 


fact many of them have declared that 


= 


the possibility of its being interfered 


with renders it necessary that they 

should curtail their operations, as they 

have already done. ‘The curtailment of 
their operations or the closing of their 
factories simply means the throwing of 
a greater or less number of men out of 
employment; and they depend upon the 
sympathy of the eastern public for their 
unfortunate operatives io retain the 
extra profits which they derive from 


the protective tariff. But there are 


other people who are entitled to 
sympathy as well as the operatives 
employed in those. factories, and 
these are the consumers of manuv- 
factured products. A very large and 
important’ class of these consumers is 
composed of the pioneer settlers of 
Manitoba and the Northwest. The 
ability of these settlers to pay the pro- 
fits of the manufacturer assured to him 
by the tariffas well as the actual cost 
of the goods in price of material, inter- 
est on capital, and wages of operatives 
depends upon the price which they re- 
ceive for the products of the farm. 
These prices were never so low all 
around at this season of the year as 
they are now. The Winnipeg Com- 
mercial quotes oats 10c to 10}c, barley 
no demand at 12c to 13c, dairy butter 
8c to 9c, eggs 8c, live hogs 24c to 3c 
with 3%c for the very best, wool 5c. 
The protective tariff bas let down the 
farmers’ prices to the lowest notch. 
Under such circumstances it is worse 
than robbery, it is destruction of his 
business, to require the farmer to pay 
more than the lowest possible price for 
the supplies that h+ requires to pur- 
chase. The prosperity of the farmers of 
the Northwest is of more value to the 
Dominion than all its factories. They 
are flow engaged in a life and death 
struggle with low prices.. The tariff as 
a means of keeping up the prices of 
their produce has proven a dead failure. 
Then it is the first duty of the govern- 
ment to reduce the burdens laid upon 
the farmer by the tariff to the lowest 
possible point Fair play to the farm- 
ers does not involve the destruction of 
eastern manufacturing interests or the 
throwing of a single operative out of 
employment, and fair play to the eastern 
manufacturer and his operatives does 
not necessarily involve any injustice to 
the farmers of the Northwest. Buta 
time has come and a condition of 
affairs exists when the manufacturer 
cannot longer be permitted to stand 
like a highwayman in the path of the 
country’s progress with the pistol of his 
election contributions and controlable 
votes at;the government’s head demand- 
ing plunder from the producers of the 
country. And when having failed to 
hold up the government coach, brigand 
like he threatens to massacre his prison- 
ers—his employees——if his demands are 
not acceded to, he must for the good of 
the country at large be dealt with 
simply asa brigand; and the western 
country at least is exactly in the humor 
to take that course.

Liberals will 
have no fault to find with this decision 
from a party standpoint. As long as 
the conservative party remains as it is 
under its present leader, the liberals 
have an assured tenure of office. Tup- 
per has proved himself to be what is 
vulgarly called “a snap” for them. 


Str Donan A. Smira on being ques- 
tioned as to the possibility of his be- 
coming minister of the interior in the 
Laurier government, said that the sug- 
gestion was ridiculous—and most people 
will agree with him. The appointment 
would be not only ridiculous, but 
objectionable, particularly in the West. 
One reason is that the department re- 
quires an active administration by its 
responsible head such as Sir Donald 
with his many duties could not give it. 
His appointment would mean a con- 
tinuation of the present bueaucratic rule, 
which to put it mildly is very un- 
popular. But the principal objection 
to his being invited ‘to accept office in 
any capacity under Mr. Laurier is that 
the invitation would mean a continua- 
tion of the baneful alliance which has 
existed since 1880 between the govern- 
ment of Canada and theC.P.R. It 
would be a statement of the proposition 
that the C. P. R. is the Northwest.

Tue report from the Toronte News 
that. Messrs. Martin, of Manitoba, and 
McInnis, of British Columbia, both 
claimants for the position of minister 
of interior, nad devised a scheme where- 
by both claimants and both sections of 
the Dominion could be satisfied, may 
or may not have been correct, but the 
proposition has certain features to re- 
commend it. There is no doubt that 
the importance of the interests of the 
Dominion in Manitoba and the North- 
west—which for short may be called 
Central Canada—demands that these 
saould be represented in the cabinet. 
Neither is there any doubt that as the 
interior department to a very great ex- 
tent governs Central Canada, as it does 
not any other part of the Dominion, 
that department should be controlled 
by a representative from the region in- 
terested. In no other way can the 
head of the department be expected to 
have a sufficiently intimate knowledge 
of the conditions of the country and 
circumstances of the people to enable 
him to administer the affairs coming 
under the control of his department 
successfully in the interests of Central 
Canada and in the interests of all 
Canada. At the same time everyone 
must agree that the interests of the 
Dominion in the largest of its provinces 
—British Columbia—having by far the 
most valuable and most varied resources, 
situated as it is upon its western coast, 
more than warrants the representation 
of that province in the cabinet. The 
interior department is not particularly 
concerned with British Columbia, and 
therefore the representation of Central 
Canada in the cabinet is not representa- 
tion of the Pacific Province or Western 
Canada. All of the departments are 
interested in British Columbia and yet 
it pertains to none of them in particular 
as Central Canada does to the depart- 
ment of interior. If British Columbia 
has a representative who is eligible the 
province should if possible be given 
full cabinet representation;and if that is 
not possibje, the interests of the pro- 
vince could and should still be protect- 
ed by the presence of one of its repre- 
sentatives in the cabinet, even if he 
was for a time without portfolio. 


PEACE RIVER. | 
Phillip Tate returned lasi week from 
‘2 visit to his son, Albert Tate, H. B. 
officer in charge of the H. B. Co. post 
at Dunvegan, Peace River. Mr. Tate 
is a very old timer in the Northwest, 
but this was his first visit to Peace 
River. He left Edmonton on May 
14th, taking the usual route, by wagon 
90 miles to Athabarca Landing, up the 
Athabasca 40 miles by H. B. steamer to 
the mouth of Slave river, up Slave 
river 60 miles, and to the west end of 
Slave lake 70 mils by York boat; by 
wagon 80 miles from Slave lake to 
Peace river crossing and by wagon 60 
miles on the north side of Peace river 
to Dunvegan. The road from Slave 
lake to Peace river’is exceptionally bad, 
being through thick timber for the 
greater part of the way, which keeps 
the road way very wet and _ soft 
throughout most of the summer. On 
the Peace river side of the height of 
land between Lesser Slave lake and the 
Teace, Mr. Tate noticed that the timber 
and vegetation generally showed a 


stronger growth than on this side and |, 


that the season was more advanced. On 
reaching Peace river about June Ist the 
trees were in full leaf, and. at Spirit 
river, 15 miles south of Dunvegan on 
June 10th, the upland grass was two 
feet high and was about ready to cut. 
The south side of Peace river is timber- 
ed, but on the north side from the 
crossing at the mouth of Smoky river 
to Dunvegan, 60 miles, the country 
appears to have been originally prairie, 
but is growing up to timber. Mr. Tate 
noticed hundreds of old buffalo traeks 
passing over the prairie many of which 
led directly through bluffs of poplar, 
and in those bluffs the trees were grow- 
ing right in the old buffalo track, show- 
ing that the timber had grown there 
since the buffalo had left the country. 
At present this section is beautiful 


high prairie interspersed with many ; 


poplar bluffs. The soil excelient and 
there is no swampy land. It is the 
most beautiful piece of country in the 
west. The valley of Peace river is 
800. feet in depth, and the river itself 
is three or four times as wide as the 
Saskatchewan at Edmonton; deep and 
with a strong current. The flats clong 
the river ar2 well suited for farming 
and gardening both as to climate and 
soil. Last year was very dry and crops 
were a failure, but this season there 
had been abundant rains and every- 
thing looked well. Crops were as far 
advanced when he left Dunvegan on 
July 10th, as at Edmonton when he 
reached here. On the south side of 
Peace river opposite Dunvegan and 
beginning a few miles back from the 
river is a fine praizie region on both 
sides of Spirit river which flows east to 
Smoky river. The H. B. Co. cattle 
ranch is there and there ic a very fine 
herd of cattle of mixed Durham and 
Polled Angus breeds. The ranch and 
herd now belong to Peter Guna and 
Chas. Bremner. Several Indians and 
half breeds are locating on Spirit river 
near the ranch, building houses and pre- 
paring to cultivate the soil. Mr. Tate 
says the Cree Indians of Peace river 
are more progressive than their relatives 
here, and seem to be more prosperous, 
no doubt having a better country’ to 
hunt in. The Beaver Indians, how 
ever, who are dying out. South of the- 
Spirit river prairie is a belt of woods 
some twenty miles in width, and south 
of that is the Grand prairie, a large 
beautiful and fertile tract of country 
extending fram Smoky river to the 
Rocky Mountains. A region of fertile 
soil, rich grass, beautiful lakes and 
abundance of game. On the return 
trip Mr. Tate came down the Peace 
river to the Crossing on a raft, the trip 
occupying a day, The crosssng of 
Peace river with freight is very diffi- 
cult owing to the great width and 
strong current. It is chiefly made in 
canoes, and when 2 wagon is to be 
taken over two canoes are lashed to- 
gether to make a steady enough craft. 
The settlement above the crossing on 
the north side established by Rev. Mr. 
Brick is the largest on the river, and 
what crep was put in looked 
weil. But many of the people were 
without seed owing to the drouth of 
last year and consequently very little 
crop was scwn. Berries are very 
pientiful in the Peace river country 
this season ancl consequently bears are 
also numerous. A party of five young 
Indians in a day’s hunt at Spirit river, 
killed eight bears. At Lesser Slave 
lake on July 12th, crops were looking 
splendid and a small crop cf field peaz 
was beginnizg to ripen. Cauliflowers 
and new potatoes were in use. 
ee jaan

Solong as the existing method of 
distributing the funds for the costruction of 
roads and bridges prevails, I shall keep in 
view the welfare of the whole district, and 
see to the impartial distribution of the 
moneys placed at my disposal. 

A liberal provision should be made for the 
maintenance of our schools, so that local 
taxation may bear as lightly as possible up- 
on the people. 

The procedure of our Courts and our Or- 
dinances should be rendered as simple as 
possible, so as to avoid the danger of uneces- 
sary litigation. The cost of legal proceed- 
ings has been reduced considerably within 
the past few years. <A further reduction in 
this regard is necessary in connection with 
several matters. 

The legislature of the territories has jur- 
isdiction over many question which affect 
the commercial interests, as well as the 
agricultural interests of the community. 
A revision of the ordinances will be made 
in the year 1898. Should you select me as 
your representative, I shall be pleased to 
urge the adoption of any suggestions, from 
whatever source they may come, with a 
view to making cur laws more perfect— 
always keeping in view the welfare of the 
territories in general, and the Edmonton 
district in particular. 

It is impossible for me to make a personal 
canvas of the district, as the time before 
election day is short, but I will be pleased 
to have my friends exert themselves in my 


behalf.

A number of the leading citizens met 
Frank Oliver, M. P., on Monday afternoon 
to discuss a scheme of establishing creamer- 
ies whereby the land in four townships 
would be bonded to produce funds with 
which to supply cows to the farmers and 
build a creamery. The proposition is that 
the necessary orcinance is to be passed by 
the Northwest Assembly, but the Dominion 
would have to step in to render unoccupied 
and unpatented land security for the bonds 
and the C. P. R. would have to assist with 
their exempted land as well, in order to 
make the scheme a success. No taxation 
would be required to be raised as the inter- 
est on the lands and the principal as well 
would be paid out of the product of the 
cows, which when paid for would become 
property of the farmers. The land would 
merely be vxecurity. Capital properly 
directed is all that is required to turn the 
waste grass of the prairies into a valuable 
commercial product. But without capital 
it cannot be done. Then let the capital be 
raised on the land with the cows, separators 
and factory as collateral security. The re- 
served land is all that stands in the way of 
the success of the measure which means 
the success of the country.

Warts may be 
removed by various means, but the simplest 
is as follows: Procure some of the best 
castor oil, and every night, just before go- 
ing to bed, rub a little of it into the surface 
of the wart; then take a soft cloth and dab 
it on the spot;, so as to take away the super- 
fluous oil, This treatment must be continu- 
ed regularly for several weeks, and in some 
cases the wart will die away, in others it 
can be pared off, as the roots will have 
shrivelled.
